In order to reform the cuſtom which has prevailed, of /#7ing, 
while the Pſalms are ſung, in the public ſervice of God; it is 
neceſſary to obſerve, that the Church has, in all ages, appoint» 
eld the reverent practice of landing, in ſinging praiſes to God. 
It plainly appears, from ſeveral paſſages of ſcripture, that this 
was the practice of the Jewiſh Church.“ And, whenever the 
Angels are ſaid to ling praiſes to God (as in the viſions of Iaiah+ 
and St. John), they are repreſented as //7anding. One of the 
Fathers (St. Bafil), deſcribing the practice of the Church in his 
time, ſays, © the people riſing from prayer, ſaud up to ſing 
« pſilms.” And, as we fand up with reverence, in con- 
formity to the Rusgtic, to praiſe God, when the Pſalms are 
read, we ought to do the ſame when they are ſung. And in 
doing this we Hand up; not only to ſignify, bat to forward the | 
lifting up of our minds at the ſame time.

J cannot help availing myſelf of a hint in Mr. Wharton's 


Eſſay on Pſalmody, and though it might more properly be an- 
nexed to the muſical part of my work, yet as it may have its 
uſe in this edition, I ſhall inſert it here, for it meets my ideas 
relative to the iuſtruction of a whole congregation in this part 


of the ſervice. He informs us that a ſinging maſter of great 
taſte and judgment, began with teaching ten perſons, who had 
good and well-taned tenor voices, a certain number of plain 
and fimple melodies, and when they could fing them in exact 
time and tune, he placed them in different parts of the church 


at every time of divine ſervice, by which means many of the 
congregation, who ſat near them, were ſoon enabled to join. 


Having reached ſo far, the maſter proceeded to teach an equal 


number of baſſes, whom he diſperſed in the ſame manner as 


ſoon as they were perfect, and with a ſimilar good effect. In 


ſome months the ſeveral parts were properly filled, and the har- 


mony was completed. The conſequence was that a full and 
regular chorus of many hundreds was obtained to join in a 


performance, not only decent and orderly, but affecting to ſuch 
a degree, as perhaps ſcarce any other muſic has ever attained. 


He obſerves, that where an attempt of this kind is made; the 
common ſenſe of the congregation will point out to them, that 
to give this method of acquiring the tunes its greateſt advan- 


tage, perſons of a ſimilar pitch of voice-ſhould fit near each 


other; a treble. near a treble voice; a baſs near another baſs, 
and ſo with any other part. The firſt baſſes, it is evident, muſt 
be taught by note, and though he ſeems to think that the firſt 
tenors or trebles might eaſily learn their part by ear, ſtill I 
would take leave to recommend that they alſo ſhould be taught 


8 by note. If the band is not perfect, it would be adviſeable to 


omit ſome of the parts; three are by no means neceſſary, and
